One of the main topics of conversa­ 
tion around town the past few days, b e ­ 
sides 
the 
volleyball 
tournament, has 
been 
the upcoming Daylight 
Savings 
Time that Texans will have to get used 
to this year. 
The change will take place the last 
Sunday of this month and run through 
the last Sunday of October. The biggest 
problem will be getting to work on time 
Monday, May I. Since we will be mov­ 
ing the clock up an hour when we go 
to bed, we will find ourselves either an 
hour late for work or minus an hour's 


sleep. 
One of the main questions being 
asked, of course is why'? People keep 
asking why foci around with changing 
the clocks, why not just go on like we 
have alw ays done? 
The main reason seems to be that 
they have had Daylight Savings Time 
back East for a num ber of years b e ­ 
cause they do not have the benefit of 
all the sunshine that we have here and 
have changed their clocks to take a d ­ 
vantage of what they do get. The re­ 
sulting m adness of different times in dif­ 
ferent parts of the country has created 
too m any problems. Some states have 
been changing 
while 
their neighbors 
have not and even within states there 
have been some areas changing and 


others not. 
So the Congress stepped in and 
said that everybody would go on Day­ 
light Savings Time unless the State Leg­ 
islatures passed a resolution exempting 
the state from it. The Texas Legislature 
has just rejected such a resolution arid 
therefore we will have our first exper­ 


ience with it. 
I don't really believe that it will 
create nearly as m any problems as some 
people seem to think. Most of us just 
live by the clock we get up when the 
clock tells us to and we go to bed when 
it says it U time. I suspect that we will 
continue to do the same. 
I know that when you go into a 
different time zone there is no real prob­ 
lem except on the days you m ake the 


change. 
Sportsmen, golfers and others that 
spend leisure time outdoors are the ones 
that will benefit by the change For ex­ 
ample when fall comes a n d Dove se a ­ 
son opens it will be much easier to get 
in a hunting session after work. 
The main problems that I can see 
now are those activities that need d ark ­ 
ness such as drive in movies, night foot­ 
ball games, etc. They will have to be 
scheduled later, and when they are it 
will make a shorter night. 
The first three or four football gam es 
this fall will probably have to start a 
half hour or hour later than they have 
in the past so that the gam es will net 
be played during that twilight time when 
the lights fail to do much good. 
But all in all I doubt that we will 
really notice much difference after the 
first week or so.
